poſtle in the ninth Chapter tothe Hebrewes, andthe 


26, verſe, adding in the very next verſe, thus: ( Ex 


quemadmodnm) And even as it is appointed , for man 
once to die , and after followeth indgement : fo Chriſt 


Was once offered, to take away the ſinnes of many,” And 


fo frequent are the pallages of holy Scripturg), for.

A- 
gaine,it is vnconceiucable, that there ſhould be anew 
[amp ps of any ſubſtance, or Perſon, and perfect 
uppoſit, withaue the making of a new ſubſiſtence, 
or exiſtence ; Tell metien, O all ye Pontificians, 
what new ſubliftences ? what new exiſtencies are 
made of one Chriſt, by your produttiue, creatiue, 
andfactive conſcerations in your maſſing five words 2 
But were chele daily, and infinitely multiplied conſe- 


crations, produRtions, rcall offgrings, reall deſitions, 


_ ceſſations, remoovings, deftructions of Chriſt ypon 
your Altars, in your {tomakcs, poſſible, as you pre= 
tcnd and beleeuc ; yet,by themall, itis manifeſt, and

I fo ſaid indeede, and it is moſttrue : but yer 
they grant vnto it forſeoth, force, and energie, to aboliſh, 
to wipe away ſmaller ſinnes,veniall finnes ; ſuch as arc alſo- 
taken away by their holy Bread; by their ſprinkling of 
aſhes vpon Aſhwedneſday; by their daily luftrall,prophane 
holy water; by their knocking of their breaſts; by their: 
Ptieſts bleſſings ; by their lignirg of themſelues with the 
ſigne of the Croſſe; by bearing of Palmes vpon Palime-. 
Sunday.z and Candells ypon Candle-maſſe-day ; and by in- 
numerable ſuch their ſacramentalls,,( deviſed by human? 
preſumption) as themſelues teach, and confefſe, Whereby 
it is manifeſt; that they doe equalize the ſprinkling of their. 
Juftrall water, of their prophane aſhes , in the effeR of ta+ 
king away of veniall ſmaller finners,with'the true and reall 
offering of their Chriſt, their God and Manyſacrificed,offe-- 
red vpontheir Altars, O'moft prophane, moſt ignorant.

Well anſwered 
the Duke, If you heare no news, here then 1s news for you, 
and wirhall he preſented torthem a printed Proclamation 
for the moſt ioytull acknowledgement of our Soueraigne 
king James: where now(faith the duke) be your greatpro- 
miles ? where now are your expectations ? where now are 
your hopes at. the death of Q_ Elrzabeth?They Rood as we 
altoniſhed,danted, and contounded , that they had fcarſe a 
word to lay.

fered is-Chriſt, who alſo is the high Prieſt, offering and ſa« 
crificing himſelfe molt voluntarily, freely, and vnſporred, 
to his Father : The Perſon, to whom the ſacrifice is offered 
deſigned by that word (Deo) to God, But what is that,by 
which, or through which this Sacrifice is offered. Heare 
the Apolile (Nia Trevuures arorfov) By, or thronghthe Eter- 
wall ſpirit, as it he ſhould haue ſpecually expreſſed it thus :

uenly holies of holies? what an abifle of humiliation , thar 
he offereth himſelfe alone ; no man of the Nations,no Pers 
ſon of the Tewes, no Angel from the heavens helping him, 
aſſiſting him, (Torcnlar caleat ſolus ) but himſelfe alone, hee 


alone treadeth the Preſſe of his moſt bitterPafſhon * there. 
was indeed a Trimtie of deyout Perſons ; the two Aaries, 


and the Diſciple whom Teſus loved, Rtanding, or languiſh- 
ing with griefe by the Crofle ; by that their preſence and 


attendance, they gaue teſtimonie of their Joues , and moſt 


 fincere compaſſion; bur nothing able to releeue him, ro 


comfort him, who had hoiſed himſclfe vp , vpon the Altar 


of the Crofle, out of their reaches towards the heauens, _ 


and to the view of his heauenly Father, in heauen; where

neither of Man nor Angell, can deliver how infinitely

thinke that I held theſe my Auditors, to bee but of com. 
mon intelligence, Few of you are fo ignorant, as I ſup- 

ole, but conceiwe , that according to the dignitie or cx« + 
cellencic ofthe Perſon, is the morall worth , and efteeme 
of the ation, which proceedech from luch a Perſon : Re- 
ſpe& worthy, is a ſalutation or honourable vſc, which 
commeth from a wortiy Gentleman z more worthy,

* ſerue what your merit of congruuie produceth : marry, a 
merit of condignitie ; for ſuch a conueniencie, ſuch a go 
witie, ſuch a worthineſle of a worke to God, isas a com- 
dignitze, For 1 demand of you in good earneſt, Is not that 
a merit of condignitie , which in reſpeQ of the diſpoſition 

of the worker, and worthinefle of the worke, ſo bindeth, 
. vrgeth,and conſIraineth the ominipotent hand of God, that 
. he cannot ( valeſſe hee will proceede againſtdecencic and 
congruitie) but reſpeR, regard, and reward the ſame with 
_ ſubtequent and following iuſlification..in the ſoule which 
bath it? whereby then, it is ascleare as the Sunne,, that 
from merits of conyruitie preceding iuſtification , you are 
come to merits of condignitie, preceding the ſame : by 
\ Which your hereticall condignitie, you are EY fal- 
lenfrom Chriſt , you are condignely fallen from the iuſhifi< 
Rom 11, cation whichis in Chriſt ; which is only by grace, not by 
| workgs ; otherwiſe, grace ſhould not be grace, it the Apoſtles 
argument, in his Epiſtle to the Romanes may ſtand, and 
take place ; and that of the fame Apofile alſo to Tt 
Rand firme, (Nos inflificatos eſſe , illins gratia , wt heredes 
efficeremur &ternevite.) That we are inftified by hus grace, 
that we might bee made Heires of enerlaſting life, And that 
| 8eaine of the ſame Apefile, in his Epiflle co che Romanes, 
Cap.s. (Taſtificati ergo ex fide, ec.) We being inſtified therefore by 
| faith,let vs bane peace to Gad.through lefus Chriſt eur Lord; 
by whom we bane acceſſe by faith , into this grace , in which 
we ſtand, and dce gloric, in the hope of the glorie, of the chil- 
aren of God. by ; 

How admirable therefore is the excellencie of Chriflian | 
faith, by which the faithfull belceuer is iuftified in Chriſt, 
is inſerted to Chriſt? made the Sonne of God?theHeire of 

heauen? 
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heaven? partaker of juſtice? poſſefſor of life? not by pur. 
chaſing merits of his owne, but by the ſame faith, poſſeſ« 
| fing all the merits and iuſtice of Chriſt, which thereby are 
efficaciouſly for his iuftification, communicated vnto him, 


But what? doe wee by this cxtolling of faith, andby this 


comfortable doQrine of iuſtification by faith, ſubuert the 


neceſſitie of good workes? God forbid : doc we grant a lj« _ 


cenſe , or impunitie of ſinning?-God- avert it ::doe wee 
grant a Chriſtian ſecuritie, and hope of ſaluation without 
merits? Yes, without merits; but not without good works, 
not without the fruits of ſanQification , wbich God hath 


ordained-prepared and commanded his elect t6walke in. 


Heare that learned man maſter ali cap.10. of his leat- 
ned inſtitutions (that his propugnacle and defence of Chri. 
ſian religion which ne Pontifician durft ever yet atrempt 
ro confute ) Per fidei iuflificationem &c. By inſtification by 
faith the eAduerſaries canill groa works tobee defiroied,what 


if thereby, they be more eſtabliſhed? for we dreame not (faith - 


he) of a faith voide of good works, or of 4 inſtification, which 
conſifteth without them; this is only the difference, that where- 


ar we confeſſe faith, and good works neceſſarily to cohere toge- 


ther, notwithſtanding, we place inſlification in faith , andnot 
in works: eAndthe ſame, by what meanesit is done, it is e4- 
fe to explicate, if wee connert our ſelnes to Chrift , towhons 


onr faith is direfted, and from wheme, it receineth all vertne 


and force;why therefore are we inflified by it? becauſe by faith 
we apprehend rhe inſtice of Chriſt, by which only , we arere« 
concued to God: But this thou maiſt not apprehend wvnleſſe thow 
doe withall apprehend his ſanflification ; for he is ginen to 
vs; for Inflice , VViſedome , Redemption , S anttification , 
therefore Chrift in no man ,. whom hee doth not alſo 
ſanttfie : For theſe benefits, are with an infolluble knot con-. 
j0yned;ſo that whom Chrift ilmminateth, thoſe heeredeemerh; 
whome he redeemeth , hee inſtifieth; whome bee inſtifieth, hee 
Janftifieth : thus hee moſt excellently; agrecingly to facred 


the 


ſcriptures andall antiquitie.z conformably to the faith of 
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the Church of England z and accordinglyto the Chriflian 
dorine, and reſolution of all reformed Churches , as the 
harmonie of confcſhons teſtifieth. And I dare auouch,that 
the vniuerſall and Catholike concordance, of this funda- 

mentall poiat of juſtification, (without which no Church 
and no perſon can bee held for Chriſtian (in the (tric, pro- 
per,and true acceprtion of the name of Chriſtian) is more v- 


<«\iformely taught and held, by all che reformed Churches, 


then any point of Dorine controuerted in theſe times, is 
held by the Pontificans:How glad would they be,had they 
bur ſuch a vanity and conformitic for the verie rule of their 
faich touching which they are not yet agreed as I hauc 
ſhewed in my motives, But the conformitie and irrepre- 
henſible agreement of all reformed Churches,for this fun» 
damentall article of juſtification , by faith in the bloud of 
Chriſt Ieſus,as it is an cuidentargument of Chriſts ſpirit a» | 
mongſt them, and tendeth greatly to the glorie of our Re+ 
deemer; ſo it produceth wonderfull and vnmoucable con- 
ſolation in the ſoules of the faithfull and ſanRifed belee-« 
uers, The aduerſaries forſooth, frame vate themſelues an 
Hiſtoricall beleefe for iultification.in Chrifl ; che which as 
the Dinels hane,and yet notwithllanding doe tremble + fo 
the Chriſtian auncient Churches never knew it, and the 


| Reformed doe explode it : and. againſt iuſtification by this 


Hiftoricall faith, they muſter argument vpon argumentt; 
and produce text vpon text; toſhew., that beſides ſucha, 
faith, there is required neceſfitig of good works, andche: 
fruits of ſanRificacion. But alas, (olcuns & operam perdant ) 
they waſt their ayle and looſe their labonr, For what Chrifti- 
an reformed Church eucr taught ſuch a blaſphemous paxa» 
doxe, of iuſtification by ſuch an Hiftoricallfaith ? rhey.vt- ' 
Sj dereſt, abhominate , and renounce ſuch, a: iulliſying 
faith. And here,giue me leaue,moſi beloucd and Catholike 
Auditours , to feele the.very pulſes of your conſciences, 
and my owne alſo; to ſee how you Rand, and whether wee

are cleanſed with the bloud of Chriſt, or no, by this juſti- 
tying, by this ſanQifying faith. Doe you at any time, perfi- 
ting in the purpoſe of finne, deſire of f1nne, perſwade your 
ſelues, that notwithſtanding the ſame , you are juſtified in 
Chrit, apprehending him by a dead faith as your Sauiour? 
Doe you at anytime, having a conſcience to a&tinne, to 
commit, approue, conſent to {inne;thinke that Chriſt not- -- 
withſtanding will wſtifie and ſanRtifie you, without hum- 
ble acknowledgement and heartie deteſtation of the ſaid 
fhnnes? if the Diuell ( hauing transformed himfelfe) haue 
lulled any of you into ſucha lethargie, I muſt needs pro- 
nawace, that ſuch a confidence, is bur a mere preſumption, 
ſach 2 iuftification is a molt pernicious deprauation, Bur F- 
arife, ariſe, and Chrilt will illuminate you,and willtell you 1.oh.r 
what you ought to doe, ( Ss confiteamur oo wy HE-L- i}; 
we confeſſe and acknowledge our ſinnes, God 18 faithfulltore- gon: 
mit them, eAgaine he who ſaith, heknoweth God , (by a in- 1. fob.z. 
flifymg fauh) and kreperh not his commanadements is a lyar, 
and the truth is not m him. Againe (Omnis quinatus oft ex 
Deo nonpeccat fe.) Entry one , who is borneof God ſins 
neth not, becauſe the ſeed of God , remaineth m him; neither 
can he ſinne, becanſe he ts borne of God. Millions of like 
paſſages of facred Scripture , -might be procuced to. ſhew! 
that-no man can be iuſlified in Chrift,whiles with full con-" 
ſent, and with a ſetled intention and purpole of finne, hee 
proſecuteth the ſatne 2 doubtleſle it werea moeltpernicious 
paradoxe., to teach ,-that, Chrifl wſtifteth any one,. while 
hee is propefing and proſccuting with full andfree conſent! Roms. 
linne, thebure and wages whereof are death and dammation, 
If any, one here, ſhould bee 1o dangerouſly ſeduced by No0ge 
the fallacie of finne, and deceit of Sathan., let himawake 
trom ſaprophaneaipearſwaſidn z orclſe,;I'mult needesrell. 
him, thas ag;mich (as m:Himliethy; hee dothreonculents/ 
the blond of tht. New Teſtament; . and; doth: eſtremee\ the 
blond of Chriſt \as:pollmted : tor j were it notapolliution 
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euen in the bloud of Chrilt it ſelte,{o to partake,lo to con-. 
ſent, to communicate with ſinne ? to iuftifie a conſcience 
actually, deliberately polluting, and contaminating it ſelfe 
with finne ? be 1t ſpoken with reuerence,it is a thing which 
the infinite goodnes of Gad cannot doe, cannot effeuate, 
How lamentable therefore is the fate of certaine ſinners,

on of finne ? who therefore cannot (vnlefle they bee moli 
preſumpruouſly made) euer eſteeme-rhemſelues to be 1wſti- 
fied through faith in Chriſt ; and ſo conſequently, never 
feele the true comfort of the ſoule which ariſeth from a 
Chriſtian perſwaſion of iuſlification in Chriſt: I meanenoc 
ſuch perſons , who through infirmitic and ignorance may 
fall ſewen (yea ſenentie ſenen) times in a day, and riſe againe ; 
but I meane ſuch,as fill are falling and never arile; becauſe 
they are faſt bound, and chained in the occafion and ſtate 
of {inne ; 1 meane ſuch avaricious perſons, be they Church 


men or Laikes, which doe deteſt Papiſticall idolatrice; and 


yet themſelues daily, and-inceſſantly doe commit their (pi. 


| rituallidolatrie, and whordome with their gold and (iluer; 


with their continuall beholding , ſolicitous and couetous 
turning, winding, telling, locking,and yalecking, medita- 
ting, caring , contemplating, adoring ,. worſhipping of © 
their Idolls : and yer preſumptuous fooles, moſt ignorant- 
DoQors of the law , they will thinke themſelues to be iu--. 
flified in Chriſt , becauſe they can talke of juſtification in 
Chriſt, without workes : alas, alas , they ſhould rather- 


: tremble with the Deuills, and with remorſe of conſcience, 


bewaile their damnable tare in which they liue, and bee- 
moſt aſſured, that. whilft they ſerue ſuch Mammons in their 
chelts, they cannot ſerue Chriſt in their ſoules,nor beiuftt- 

fiedin Chriſt in their hearts, 1 meane ſuch wanton ones, 
who-abuſcand ſeparate themſelues fromtheir nuptiall-bed 
and doeglew theirſoules to-theit Concubines ,' whome

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for their iuſgghication ; as their filthes he by their ſides to ſa- 
tisfie their abhominable pleaſures, I meane ſuch , as cuer, 
and at all moments , carrievpon their backes and about 
them obligations for the Deuill, adding vanitie vpon yani- - 
tic, iniuſtice ypon injuflice; and neuer doe ſo much as once 
imagine of any recompence, of any fatisfaQion, or reflity= 
tion to be made: and yer, as vaine as butcer-flies, they will 
thinke, thatat, and in the ſame ſeaſons , and momen: ,, 
Chriſt doth by iuflification vouchſafe to adorne,and trimm 
their ſoules, GELS | 
Infinite is the number of ſuch like peruerſe beleeuers, | 
and fooles : of whoſe preſumption, when I ſeriouſly confi- - 
der, 1 cannot but judge of them,that in their conſciences 
they are to bee eſteemed the mott blaſphemous Hererikes, - BP ob. 
- that euer were, in hauing-ſuch crooked anddoltiſh per- 
ſ{waſions of Chriſt : who as hee is a moſt comfortable and 
potent Aduocate, for all humble and penitent ſinners, ne- 
uer refuſing any who with contrite heart ſhall rerurne to 
him; ſo likewiſe againſt impenirent ſinners, he hath'# hs 
month g double edged ſword, to chaſtiſe them with eternall 
malediQtion; and as it were-with the double edge of a dou- 
ble moſt ſharp puniſhment, of lefle of the glorie of heaven, 
and of the vndergoing of eternall puniſhment in the boc- 
toruleſle Lake of hell, the damned pir of euerlaſting aflict- 
on, But to Chriſt iullifying, ro ChriftſanRifying , with a 
moſt humble confidence, and with profirate ſoules; let vs | 
all here afſembled returne, and in a full faith inuocate him, 
that hee will vouchſafe' by the energie of his Almightie 
bloud, to cleanſe our conſeiences from dead workes, to ſerue 
» him, the lining God: thatnone of vs here preſent, be found 
- ofthatpreſumptuous ranke, to thinke; that although wee.
